One William Alexander/Morgan was 
identified in the 8 April and 17 May 1958 issues of 
Diario de las Americas, Miami Spanish-language, 
newspaper, as a rebel leader in the area. Morgan 

or Wetzler may possibly be identical with the American 
rebel leader of this and/or the above-mentioned report...
